South Africa— With reference to statements which appeared in 
the press, based on a report emanating from the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, advising Canadian exporters to 
South Africa to exercise extreme caution in transactions on a 
credit basis, the Correspondent at Cape Town of the Board of 
Trade (Mr. E. J. Cattell) reports, under date of 3rd October, that 
although throughout South Africa the depression in trade still 
continues and no signs are evident of any immediate improvement, 
yet information is being regularly received of marked advance in 
the agricultural and pastoral prospects of the country. It is 
hoped that the effect of this will be apparent on the conditions of 
trade generally at no very distant date. Mr. Cattell is not aware 
of an instance of a large business firm in existence prior to the 
late war having liquidated on account of its inability to carry 
on business, nor of any case of insolvency of such firms. On the 
other hand, many small firms who started during the war and 
immediately after have been unable to withstand the long period 
of restricted business and compelled to close down. It is with 
this class of firm that exporting houses, anxious to extend their 
business and without making adequate enquiries have, in some 
cases, incurred losses. 

The Board of Trade’s correspondent at Port Elizabeth (Mr. J. 8. 
Neave) reports, in connection with the same matter, that there is 
no undue business risk in trading with old-established coast houses. 
The tendency since the war has been for the representatives of foreign 
manufacturers to travel the length and breadth of the country 
doing business with every small storekeeper, whose legitimate 
source of supply in his opinion should be the wholesale house at 
the coast, and great want of care has been shown as to the stability 
of the purchasers. Most of the leading houses on the coast have 
their London or New York correspondents, and as a general rule 
shipments are made through these correspondents, so that it would 
be quite unnecessary for any eespectable manufacturer to incur 
undue risks. 

The Board of Trade’s Correspondent at Durban (Mr. A. D. C. 
Agnew) in reporting on this subject, says that . . . the need 
for the exercise of caution is certainly not less now than it has 
been in the past.

Samoa and Pacific Islands—The Acting British Vice-Consul at 
Apia, Samoa, (Mr. T. Trood), stated in his report (Foreign Office 


Annual Series, 3,623) that there was an opening in Samoa for a 
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light British beer, and that there was a wide field for commercial 
travellers in adjacent island groups, viz., Tonga, Fiji, New 
Caledonia, New Hebrides, &c. 

A communication has now been received from Mr. Trood to the 
effect that, in his opinion, a commercial traveller offering goods 
at low prices, say direct from the manufacturers, might secure 
many orders in all the groups mentioned. He should apply to 
the Consulates for information, so as not to sell to insolvents. He 
remarks, however, that no documents are given in Samoa by any 
trader, there is no bank in Samoa, and that at the end of the term 
stipulated, firms pay in cash or postal order as arranged, or make 
arrangements for a renewed term, to bear interest at eight per 
cent. perannum. Mr. Trood gives the names* of traders ready to 
sell, on commission, goods consigned to them. As regards beer, 
the duty is about 1s. per gallon, or 8s. per case of four dozen 
bottles called “quarts” (6 reputed quarts to a gallon). Lager 
beer is sold to the hotels at from 32s. per case to 48s. per case of 
four cdlozen “ quarts,” according to brand and quality. Mr. Trood 
believes that a very light British beer, like that formerly sent to 
India, would find a moderate sale if very mild. Neither beer nor 
anything else is shipped direct from Europe to Samoa, all comes 
wut Sydney or Auckland. The great hindrance to orders from 
England is the serious delay necessarily attending their transit.

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COMMERCIAL AND FINANCIAL OUTLOOK IN SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


The following particulars of the commercial and _ financial 
outlook in San Francisco are extracted from a report, dated 13th 
September, 1906, received, through the Foreign Office, from 
H.M. Consul-General at that port (Mr. C. W. Bennett, C.I.E.) :— 

Five months have now elapsed since the earthquake, and there 
is very little sign of any permanent construction. The mass of 
debris, millions of tons of it, remains more or less where it was. 
The amount removed is barely noticeable, although in the aggre- 
gate itis large. Some of the principal streets are cleared suffi- 
ciently to allow of the passage of electric cars and wheeled traffic, 
but except in some of the main streets the pavements are still 
more or less obstructed. A mushroom city of wooden shanties, 
“shacks,” has sprung up on the edge of the burned district and 
near the water-front ; street cars are running on nearly all the old 
routes there, and vehicles of other kinds are available for business. 

Business is active, but the wholesale and retail trade is much 
hampered for want of warehouses and depéts for storing stocks. 
The volume of trade has probably not much decreased, but the 
nature of the goods sold is not what it was before the disaster. 
Everything is of a cheaper kind. Luxuries are not to be obtained. 
Men who smoked shilling cigars now smoke threepenny ones. 
Men who wore six or eight suits of clothes made to order at seventy 
or eighty dollars a suit now buy ready-made clothing at about 
twenty-five to thirty dollars a suit, and order half the number of 
suits or less. Economy is practised in every direction. 

Had things otherwise been normal, had the insurance money 
heen paid up well, and had not labour troubles come in an acute 
form on top of a disordered commerce, things might have righted 
themselves more quickly. But insurances in many cases have not 
been paid. Several of the Companies having ‘‘ Earthquake 
Clauses ” have definitely refused. Some have paid small claims of 
a few hundred dollars. Other Companies have paid up in full, 
others again at a deduction varying from 10 to 50 per cent. 

In numberless cases the insurance money was required to 
organise the business, or to tide over present difficulties. It is 
not forthcoming and trading is hard. 

No firm knows exactly how it stands. This applies also to 
capitalists who, before the earthquake, were millionaires. 

Speculative trading after the disaster has caused further losses. 
It was at once seen, for instance, that cement would be required 
in large quantities. Several ships were chartered to bring it 
over and the first arrivals were sold at good prices. But every- 
body ordered cement and the market is overstocked and there 
is no place to store it. The cash for these orders was, as a rule, 
advanced by the banks against the bills of lading. The banks lose, 
temporarily at any rate, the advance mace, and the consignees are 
still more deeply burdened with debt. 
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San Francisco is thrown back practically to the days of 1849, 
with this one exception, she now has trans-continental communica- 
tion with the Atlantic States and a steamship service on the 
Pacific. This is an enormous advantage, and will aid in re- 
establishing trade on new lines. 

It is questionable whether the payment of insurance money has 
really benefited the insurers to any great extent, at any rate those 
who were really in need of it. The case of large insurers need 
not be considered, for, as a rule, the non-payment of insurance 
would not break them. ‘There were, however, an enormous 
number of artisans, clerks, and junior employees who had saved a 
little money and purchased a piece of land. Sometimes they had 
paid the purchase money in full, in others they had mortgaged 
their interest in the “lot” to build a house and pay for it in 
instalments. The savings banks were in the habit of advancing 
to an owner three-fifths of the value of the ground and of the 
house upon it. ‘The fire comes, destroys the house, the insurance 
assigned to the savings bank was paid in whole or in part (or was 
not paid at all), and credited in part payment of the mortgage. 
For the remainder of the mortgage the bank forecloses and the 
owner loses both lot and house. Thousands of such cases will 
occur and the insurance money will benefit only the banks. The 
banks will, therefore, be loaded up mainly with real estate barely 
worth a half of the money advanced on it in the first instance. In 
a few months the banks must sell this mass of real estate, and at, 
no doubt, a considerable loss. 

The commercial banks are extremely chary as to making loans, 
which everybody wants, as the clients have no security to offer. 
Practically everything has been burned down, business blocks, 
private houses, stocks: nothing is left but vacant “lots,” at times 
already mortgaged, and covered with débris which it will cost a 
large amount to remove to make ready for building on. 

Lar ge sums formerly invested in California have been with- 
drawn, and it is feared that much more may be. In view of such 
a disaster as has recently befallen San Francisco, the above facts 
are depressing enough, but all these difficulties have been aug- 
mented a hundredfold by labour troubles. 

If the earthquake made outside capitalists cautious as to invest- 
ments in San Francisco, the labour question, now so acute, has 
frightened them still more. Californian capitalists, of course, 
whatever happens, must support the city even by throwing good 
money after bad, in order to save something. 

Even before the earthquake and the advance in wages a building 
could be put up in Los Angeles, where Labour Unions are not 
supreme, for 30 per cent. less than in San Francisco. Now the 
cost of building is almost prohibitive, and a man will think 
carefully before he puts up, at enormous cost, a building which 
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can hardly make any return on the capital invested. Finally, the 
cost of living has increased fully 20 per cent. since the fire. 

H.M. Consul-General has forwarded in support of Mis statements, 
which have been summarised in the foregoing article, extracts 
from the San Francisco ‘‘ Chronicle,” giving instances illustrative 
of the condition of affairs.

imported into the Colony and Protectorate of

Southern Nigeria. 

The Bill provides that, from 1st March, 1907, “ trade spirits” 
shall only be imported in one or other of the following vessels 
or receptacles under certain specified conditions as to gallonage :-— 

Bottles. 

Demijohns (small, medium, or large). 
Tins, 

Jars. 

Casks, puncheons, pipes and barrels. 

Provision is, however, made for the admission of “ trade spirits ” 
shipped from Europe before lst March, 1907, but such spirits 
must not remain in bond after 3lst May, 1907. 

The term “trade spirits” is held to mean “spirits commonly 
known as ‘ trade gin’ and ‘ trade rum.’”

*  “Tndian Arms Act” (XI. of 1878), the Noti- 

fication No. 518 of 6th March, 1879, as amended by subsequent 
Notifications. 

The present Notification provides that no licence will be granted 
for the importation of any rifles of *303 bore or rifles of °450 bore, 
by sea or river or land, into British India. Previously the 
prohibition only applied to rifles of those bores of the Murtint- 
Henry pattern. 

The Notification also provides that the prohibitions and 
directions contained in Sections 13, 14, 15, and 16 of the Indian 
Arms Act of 1878, relating to the possession of firearms, shall be 
extended to 

“rifles of ‘303 or ‘450 bore and balled ammunition which can 
“be fired from such rifles,” 


instead of only 
‘rifles of *303 bore or rifles of 450 bore of the Martini- 


“Henry pattern, if such rifles have been imported into 
“ British India subsequently to 20th February, 1901, without 
“the special sanction of the Government of India, and balled 
‘‘ammunition which can be tired from rifles of the bores and 
‘‘patterns aforesaid.” 

At the same time provision is made that no prohibition or 
direction contained in the ‘above-mentioned sections (Nos. 13-16) 
of the Indian Arms Act of 1878 shall apply to persons in 
possession of rifles of ‘303 bore or 450 bore which have been 
lawfully imported into British India before the date of this 


Notification.

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


The Board of Trade have received from the London representative 

of the Commonwealth Government (Capt. R. 

Decisions. Muirhead Collins, R.N.) particulars of certain 

decisions which have been given under the 

Commonwealth Commerce and Trade Description Act of 1905, 
and the new Spirit Duties Act as follows :— 

JEWELLERY.—The articles themselves must be marked with 
the prescribed trade description in all cases when marking 
is practicable. 

|It had previously been ruled that the marking on the 
pad on which the jewellery was mounted would be 
deemed sufficient. | 

Spirits.—The only certificate required will be in reference to 
the age of spirits. 

As regards blended spirit exported to Australia, the 
age will be taken at that of the newest spirit contained 
in the blend. 

It is further stated that there is no law or regulation in force in 
Australia relating to the composition of spirits imported. All that 
is required is that the description shall be correct and that the 
country or place of origin shall be stated. 

As regards the payment of duty on the actual quantity of spirits 
imported into Australia, it is pointed out that under the Common- 
wealth Tariff Act, case spirits over 2 gallons or under 3 per case 
are dutiable as 3 gallons, and there 1s no power to allow clearance 
on the basis of liquid contents, nor can re-pack in bond be allowed 
for the purpose of obtaining reduction on .the amount of duty 
payable.

Union and Customs Duties Act, 19U6, respecting the importation 
of opium into Natal. 

The Regulations provide that opium may only be imported under 
the authority of a permit to be issued by the Collector of Customs, 
and proof to his satisfaction must be produced that such opium is 
entirely for medicinal purposes. 

The permit, which is to be in the form prescribed in the Notice, 
is to expire one month after date. The forms, it is stated, are to 
be provided by the importer. 

The Regulations also state that opium is to include ball opium ; 
the leaves or wrappings in which opium balls have been wr apped ; 
any preparation of opium or morphine or any alkaloid of opium, 
or any preparation in which opium, morphine or such alkaloid 
forms an ingredient used or intended to be used for smoking, 
chewing, swallowing, or injecting; opium dross or refuse of 
prepared opium which has been used for smoking, whether re- 
prepared for use or not. 





SOUTHERN NIGERIA. 


The “ Southern Nigeria Government Gazette” for 29th August

This Law requires the agent, captain, or supercargo of any vessel 

bound for Uruguayan ports to present the following documents to 

the Consul for certification, under penalty of a fine amounting to 
double the consular fees :— 


(a) The general manifest of the cargo with the corresponding 
bills of lading and invoices, or a certificate to the effect that the 
vessel has cleared in ballast. 


(b) The manifest of small packages together with the correspon- 
ding receipts, and, where necessary, the supplementary manifest. 


(c) The bill of health issued by the local authorities. 
(d) The list of passengers, or a declaration that none are carried. 
(e) The list of the crew. 


(f) Certificates of origin where required by the sanitary laws, 
and any other document required by the Consul in accordance 
with regulations in force. 

Invoices must always be legalized at the port of embarkation, 
even though covering goods of other origin, and must state: 
number of packages, packing and receptacles, nature, weight or 
dimensions of the articles, marks and numbers, detailed contents 
and value of goods embarked for exportation to ports of the 
Republic. 

For the purpose of the payment of consular fees in the various 
countries, the Executive will fix periodically the respective values 
of the peso, in accordance with the variations in the rate of ex- 
change.

a yreat improvement affecting Italian trade and industry is to take 
place as soon as the new maritime conventions come into force. 
This improvement consists in the establishment of collecting centres 
for goods from places between the ports of call of steamers be- 
longing to navigation companies subsidised by the Government. 
It is a well-known fact that the large steamers can only cast 
anchor in specified ports, and consequently, whilst the districts 
near these ports are favoured, those not so favoured have to bear 
the freight burden for their goods. For the purpose of compen- 
sating such geographical disparity, the goods sent from districts 
far away shall be carried to the collecting centres by the State 
Railways at a minimum specified tariff. The collecting centres 
will be established at seaside towns possessing a port, which, 
however, is not mentioned in the list of compulsory calls for 
steamers subsidised by the Government.* Collecting centres will 
thus be established between Porto Maurizio and Genoa, Leghorn 
and Naples, Naples and Messina, Messina and Taranto, Venice 
and Ancona, and between Ancona and Brindisi.” 





ROUMANIA.

It is claimed 
that passengers will save twelve hours on the journey from Berlin 
to Alexandria, as compared with the routes «dé Trieste or Brindisi, 
the whole distance being covered in 108 hours. 


The following notice to agents and masters of ships visiting 
Notice to Agents Danubian ports has been drawn up by the 
British Vice-Consul at Sulina (Mr. P. C. 
ane Geaeee of Sarell) :— 
cae. Shipowners trading to the Danube are 
Danubian Ports. warned that, in view of continual and unavoid- 
able variations in the depth of water in the river and on the 
Sulina Bar, all charter-parties and berth contracts for use at 
Danubian ports should expressly provide for the contingency of 
completing in the Sulina Roads. Serious prejudice to shipping 
has recently been occasioned by the defective wording of many of 
the berth contracts now in use, and the following case will 
illustrate the difficulty that it is desired to obviate. 





* It is understood that special rates from collecting centres to deep-water ports 
are also proposed. 
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In July of the present year a steamship was engaged to load in 
the Danube, and the following clause appeared in the berth 
memorandum : — 

‘ Lighterage (if any required) and stevedoring shall be arranged 
. i“ Pe Rcsestinceresves (the brokers), and be paid for by the 
‘“‘ steamer at the rate of 35/. per 200 units with a minimum of 300 
‘‘ units for lighterage to Sulina Harbour, and at the rate of 20s. 
‘per 200 units for stevedoring, and 20s. for each levelling.” 

No mention was made of the Sulina Roads. 

In May of the present year the Danube Commission formally 
prohibited loading in Sulina Harbour below bar-draught. 

On arrival at Sulina to complete (after partially loading at 
Braila), the master of the steamship advised the brokers that his 
draught of water would render it necessary for him to complete in 
the roads. Thereupon the brokers sent him the following 
telegram :— 

‘‘ Regret cannot do lightering over the bar under 50l. per 
“200 units, otherwise we must load all cargo in the steamer in 
port.” 

The latter operation when attempted was stopped by the harbour 
police. Ultimately the brokers undertook the lighterage to the 
Sulina Roads for 35/. per 200 units over and above the price 
already paid (as per berth memorandum) for lighterage from 
braila to Sulina harbour.

(1906) contains 10,421 mining claims, which pay in taxes, fines,

BARBADOS. 


According to the report for the year 1905-6 on the Colony of 

Barbados, the cotton industry, which was started 
Cotton Industry. in 1902, still continues to make satisfactory 

progress. It is estimated that in 1905, 2,000 
acres were under this crop, and the quantity of cotton exported 
was 344,232 lbs. ‘The prices obtained varied from 124d. to 17d. 
per lb., and were remunerative. So satisfactory has the industry 
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proved since it was started four years ago, that it is estimated 
that 5,000 acres will be planted in cotton during the coming 
season. Where care has been taken with the cultivation, the net 
return has amounted to 10/. and over per acre. (Colonial Office, 
Annual Series, 497.) 





BAHAMAS. 


The report for 1905-6 on the Bahamas contains the following notes 
on the experimental cultivation of cotton and 


non and tobacco in the islands since the opening in 

OBACCO , August, 1905, of the Botanical and ‘Experi- 
Experimenta mental Station :— 

Cultivation. Cotton.—‘‘ One acre of Sea Island cotton was 


planted in September and October, 1905, in three plots, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the best time for planting, yield under 
different conditions of soil, &c. The plants have grown remark- 
ably well, and have the appearance (notwithstanding the heavy 
rains in December) of being a good crop. The plants grew best 
in rich heavy soil, but the best yield of cotton appears to be from 
plants grown in light soil.” 

Tobacco.—‘‘ For the purpose of testing the possibility of produc- 
ing in the Bahamas a leaf equal to that imported for cigar manu- 
facture, seed of Havanna tobacco was procured and sown, and the 
plants were planted out in November and December, 1905, in a 
plot of land about a quarter of an acre. The results of the experi- 
ment to date* show that a very fine grade of leaf can be produced. 
To insure correct curing, a curing house is in course of erection. 
The crop is now being ‘cut for curing purposes, when the quality 
and aroma of the leaf for commercial purposes will be determined.”

CYPRUS. 


According to the annual report for 1905-6 on Cyprus, the manu- 
facture of origanum oil in the island, undertaken 
by the Agricultural Department, has during the 
last year assumed more important proportions, 
and a —, of the product was submitted to Professor 
Dunstan, F.R.S., of the Imperial Institute. The preliminary 
report made on the sample showed that the oil was of good quality 
and would sell readily to druggists, soap manufacturers, makers 
of perfumery, and dealers in essential oils, and actual sales were 
effected at remunerative prices. 

The Agricultural Department has been carrying on the dis- 
tillation of this oil for some four years, and has proved that the 
product is easily made, and can be profitably disposed of in a ready 
market. The origanum plant, from which it is made, grows freely

ITALY, 


According to a report by H.M. Consul-General at Florence (Major 
Wi . W. P. Chapman), the vintage in Italy for 1905 
ine Production Dee leg 

d Trade. was very inferior in quantity In comparison 

_ with former years, the total yield being only 
29,289,230 hectolitres (644,363,060 gallons), t.e., 220 million 
gallons less than the average for the five previous years, which 
was 39,300,000 hectolitres (864,600,000 gallons). The falling-off 
was chiefly to be found in the South Adriatic region (Teramo, 
Chieti, Aquila, Campobasso, Foggia, Bari, and Lecce), and in 
Piedmont, Emilia, and Sardinia. A sensible diminution is also 
noted in Tuscany. 

Wine-growing has increased in Tuscany, there having been an 
addition to the land under cultivation of 3,200 hectares (nearly 
8,000 acres) during the last five years, making a total area of 
495,200 hectares (1,223,144 acres) out of the 4 million hectares 
(nearly 10 million acres) which is the total area cultivated with 
vines in all Italy. 

The exportation of wine during 1905-6 naturally suffered from 
the effects of the decrease in the vintage. During the first eight 
months, viz., from Ist October, 1905, to 3lst May, 1906, 547,217 
hectolitres (12,038,774 gallons) of wine in casks were exported, 
against 710,117 hectolitres (15,622,574 gallons) exported during 
the same period following the previous yield. 

The above figures do not include in either periods (1904-5 and 
1905-6) the quantities exported to Austria-Hungary which are 
subject to special Customs treatment. 

The exportation of wine in flasks and bottles, the greater part 
of which consists of wines of previous years, was not affected ; 
there were 6,532,200 bottles exported in the first eight months of 
1905-6, against 6,067,300 bottles in the same period of 1904-5, 
being an increase of 464,900 bottles. 





BULGARIA, 


According to a report by the French Minister at Sofia, it

authorisation for a period of five years to import by the said route 
certain foreign goods free of duty. Similar applications have pre- 
viously been received, in each case the absolute necessity of Customs 
duty exemptions or reductions being emphasised as indispensable 
to the establishment of any regular sea communications with 
Siberia. An Inter-Departmental Conference is announced to 
consider this question. 





The following particulars of the paper industry of Russia are 
extracted from the ‘Commercial and Industrial 
Paper Industry. Gazette” of St. Petersburg :— 

The demand for paper in Russia is still very 
small. While in the United States the average consumption is at 
the rate of 17°15 metric quintals per head of the population, in 
Russia it is 1:15. The demand in Russia is mostlv satisfied by 
Russian paper-mills, of which there are 98, the production being 
1,300,000 metric quintals (1 metric quintal = 100 kilogrammes = 
220°4 Ibs.). Finland is the chief “foreign” purveyor of paper, 
turning out 510,000 quintals. Finland supplies mostly common 
sorts and newspaper paper, which is cheaper than Russian, in spite 
of Customs duties and other expenses on delivery into Russia. This 
is due to the abundant and inexpensive motive power aud vast 
resources of material, necessary in the manufacture of paper, of 
which Finland disposes. Of Russian firms, only one successfully 
competes with Finland in the commoner sorts of paper, due to 
this mill by chance having free water power at its disposal. 

The “ Gazette” proc eeds to quote statistics, showing that Russia 
is hecoming more dependent on her own resources for supplies of 
certain kinds of paper and of material for its manufacture. Im- 
ports of rags from Germany have declined, and exports of them 
from Russia to Germany have increased. Decreases are also 
shown in the imports of paper pulp, cellulose, and wall papers. 





SWEDEN. 

In reporting the appointment as Swedish Minister in Japan of a 
‘al man with special commercial qualifications, and 
merge Fy the proposed appointment by the Swedish 
Activity Abroad. ¢\vemment of Commercial Attachés ix Berlin, 
Shanghai, and Buenos Ayres, H.M. Legation at Stockholm state 
that there is every indication that commercial affairs will be made 
the object of special attention on the part of the Swedish Govern- 
ment. One of the most influential business men in Stockholm (a 
brother of the Minister to Japan above referred to) has just 
started with a small party of financiers and commercial friends 
for the Far East, and will, it is stated, visit Siam and Japan for 
the purpose of developing industries in which they are interested.

NICARAGUA, 


The Bulletin of the International Bureau of the American Republics 

gives particulars of some valuable concessions 

recently granted by the Nicaraguan Government, 
Petroleum, Salt ** follows :-— ee 

a Flour Mills Carlos A. Deshon contracts to establish within 
- ’ two years, a factory for utilising, by means of 
the vacuum process, the fruit produced in Nicaragua. ‘The con- 
cession is for a period of ten years. ‘The importation of equipment 
for the factory is allowed free of duty. 

Dr. José Antonio Montalvan is granted a concession for thirty 
years for extracting the products of crude petroleum, and is to have 
the sole right of exploiting these deposits in the Republic. He 
undertakes to drill wells and erect refineries; all machinery and 
appliances required to be admitted free of duty. Dr. Montalvan is 
given the right to construct pipe lines, and is to establish his works 
and storage depdét at the port of Corinto, or such other locality as ~ 
may be agreed upon by the Government. 

Julio Weist is conceded the exclusive right to manufacture table 
salt by natural evaporation on the Pacific Coast of Nicaragua for 
thirty years. He may import his equipment free of duty. 

Ruben Alonzo is empowered to establish modern flour mills for 
using wheat, rice, corn, and other cereals, the machinery, &c., for 
which, he may import free of duty. Mr. Alonzo is to have the sole 
right for twenty years to control the manufacture of flour in the 
Republic, and is under the obligation to stimulate the cultivation 
of cereals for use in his mills.

BRAZIL. 


The Acting Bu.itish Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. D. R. 
O’Sullivan Beare) reports that a _ circular 
has been issued by the Brazilian Minister 
of Finance announcing that it is proposed 
to put into circulation, very shortly, silver coins 
of the values of 500 reis, of 1 milreis and of 2 milreis respectively, 
to replace existing Treasury notes of corresponding values. 

The weights of those new coins will be five, ten, and twenty 
grammes respectively, with a tolerance of ‘025 for coins of 500 reis, 
of ‘05 for coins of 1 milreis, and of :10 for coins of 2 milreis.

This return, which has been prepared in the Commercial 
Department of the Board of Trade, contains a statement of the 
rates of import duty, with their equivalents in English weights. 
and currency, which are leviable in the principal European 
countries, the United States, China, Japan, Egypt, Persia and 
Mexico, upon textiles, manufactures of iron and steel and other 
metals, earthenware, glass, leather and india-rubber wares, paper, 
stationery and books, paints, chemicals, articles of food, and 
numerous other articles of trade when imported from the United 
Kingdom. The changes observable on a comparison of this 
return with that issued a year ago [Cd. 2,797] are numerous 
and important, owing mainly to the enforcement during the 
current year of new tariffs in Switzerland, Bulgaria, Russia, 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Roumania, Spain and Japan; while 
important alterations have also been made in the tariffs of Italy, 
France, Sweden, Belgium and Greece. Particulars as to Mexico 
are included for the first time. A table is included showing the

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the. 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withali available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
‘have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—F'or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
‘Cape Colony, but under the general direction. of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c.., &e. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematie 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India. 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries. 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 

roducts will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 


73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 
2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 


laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the. 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations. 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles. 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet:
